Any pro- 
pofal then, which has for its objedt, a 
change of a deftruttive beverage, for a 
delicious and wholefome drink, is enti- 
tled to a favourable reception, and is e-. 
gually worthy of the regard'of our rulers 
and minifters of religion ; for the ftase 
has an intereft in the vigour and ftrength 
af its people; and religion fubfifts but to 
little p without morals, 
When tt is a faét, generally admitted, 


that the common ufe of malt-beer is” 


apromoter of health and vigour in the 
people of the northern nations of Europe, 
and that the farmers in England brew’ 
their own beer, we may well -believe 
that to introduce the practice here would 
be an important to the people of 
this country alfo, efpecially as the Ame- 
vican farmer would thereby be freed 
from the neceflity of expending his mo- 
ney for foreign {pirits, which every i-. 
rious perfon fees with forrow is the can-. 
ker of health and of happinefs in many 
families in this country. 

It is eafy to raife objeftions :—It is 
manly to overcome difficulties. In the 
prefent café, there is but one difficulty 
imagined :==“* We cannot get malt.” 
‘This is an ebitaclé eafily to be furmount- 
ed : It is in the power of our Legiflators 
to introduce ‘malt for gencral. ule, 
throughout the ftates, ana thort time ;

At the commencement of the revolu- 
tion war, it ftruck me, that the brewing 
of beer at home ought to be a fine qua 
non among farmers here as well as in 
Europe ; and I was the more confirmed 
in this opinion when I perceived, from 
my own little practice, that the know- 


ledge of malting and brewing was fo ea-. 


fily acquired, as to become familar to 
my common fervants: Hence it is evi- 
dent to me, that any perfon may readily 
Jearn both how to malt and how to brew. 
But, there are reafons why here, as in 
England, itis bett that the farmer fhould 
buy the malt he wants. That he may 
do this, malt mult previoufly be intro- 
duced fomewhere withip his reach; And

Inftead of gratitude to the Great God of 
Peace for his diftingwithed mercy, we affail 
the Heavens with our impious clamours. 

This, however, is not a generai character 
of the people—it is but the refult of that bu- 
fy and reftiefs fpirit by which fadtion is al- 
ways marked, and to the malignant influence 
of which every free country is expofed though 
it ought always to be reprobated. 

But it will be immediately ahked, whether 
our trade is not diftrefied, our debts great, 
pur money decreafing, our imports immenfe, 
our exports incomfiderable, and our naviga- 
tion annihilated. This, Sir, is the my 

trait either of difappointed vanity, of 
a€tious views, or even eotenes of honeft 
but unrefleéting patriotifm, and daily exhi- 
bited to the world as an exaé reprefenta~ 
tion of the prefent ftate of America. It 
would oye too much time to inveftigate 
the fybject at large, and to anfwer every quef- 
tion in its order. But is is certain that 
mot of thefe, though evidently heightened 
in the reprefentations, are the natural effects 
of the war in which we have been engaged, 
and in which the labour of our citi- 
zens has been diverted from its proper ob- 
jeGts. This interruption of labour arifing 
in a great meafure from our having been the 
immediate theatre of hoftile operation, to- 
gether with the debt exifting at the beginning 
and the want of many of the neceflaries, and 
moft of the conyeniences of focial life, ar 
the conclufion of the war, joined to the ef- 
fects of the fanguine expectations of mer- 
cantile adventurers, both on this and the o.~ 
ther fide of the Atlantick, may be confidered 
as the efficient fprings of the prefent diffi- 
culties, Weeither wanted, or fancied we 
wanted, what we had not the proper means 
of remittance to pay for, and of confequeace 
have been drained of our fpecie to difcharge 
our refpe€tive obligations. But itis eafy te 
fee that thefe defects are now working their 
remedy. ‘Our importations have leifencd, 
induftzy is fubftituted to expedient, and we 
are beginning to confine our attention to our 
own internal refources, to our manufactures, 
to agriculture, and to our fithery. Ourwants 
have leffened, and we hhall infallibly deduce 
thofe habits of frugality and indudry, from
